The total combined membership of 


Saskatchewan and Manitoba, on Oct. 
1, 1929, was 138,020. According to the 
census of 1926 there are 248,162 farms 
in western Canada; the pool member- 
ship, therefore, represents 55.6 per 
cent of the farms in the three prairie 
Peovinces. The Manitoba pool mem- 
bership has increased from 9,216 in 
December, 1924, to 17,936; the Sask- 
atchewan pool membership has 
grown, during the same period, from 
51,268 to 80,158; the Alberta pool 
membership Oct. 1 was 39,927, as 
compared with 25,601 in December, 
1923.

The 
mother, father, babe and boy stripped 
of<everything they owned and cher- 
ished—the kiddies’ toys, the mother’s 
pictures of the kiddies so dear to all 
hearts—the wedding

Kind neighbors sheltered the fam- 
ily temporarily and ‘the mother, with
